Mi Drive traffic infor- 
mation app down- 
loaded 40,000 times 


Michigan motorists have a new 
tool to help them navigate around 
construction zones this year - the 
Mi Drive traffic information app. 
The Michigan Department of 
Transportation (MDOT) says there 
have been more than 40,000 down- 
loads of the free app since it was in- 
troduced in November 2014. 

"The summer driving season is al- 
ways hectic but it's no secret there's 
work to be done on our aging infra- 
structure," said State Transporta- 
tion Director Kirk T. Steudle. "Part 
of MDOT's job is not only to do the 
best job we can maintaining Michi- 
gan's transportation infrastructure 
with the resources available, but 
also to keep motorists safe, in- 
formed, and mobile. Mi Drive does a 
great job of helping MDOT serve 
the public." 

According to the Pew Research 
Center's April 1 report "U.S. Smart- 
phone Use in 2015", nearly two- 
thirds of Americans own a 
smartphone, and 40 percent of 
smartphone owners look up govern- 
ment services or information. Con- 
nect Michigan has found 1.4 million 
Michiganders access the Internet 
daily on their smartphones. 

Mi Drive uses Intelligent Trans- 
portation Systems (ITS) technology, 
speed sensors, cameras and cell 
phone data to provide motorists 
with real-time information about 
factors that can affect travel. The 
site currently displays real-time 
traffic camera views, real-time 
color-coded speeds on major routes, 
message boards, work zones, rest 
areas and Welcome Centers across 
Michigan, MDOT carpool lots, and 
National Weather Service forecasts 
by city name or zip code. 

To download the free app, go to 
iTunes or Google Play and search 
for MDOT or MiDrive. The address 
for both the desktop and mobile ver- 
sions of the website is: www.michi- 
gan.gov/drive.

Charlevoix Area Hospital stages disaster drill 


Charlevoix Area Hospital 
and each of its eight off-site 
locations today took part in 
an area-wide emergency 
preparedness drill, simu- 
lating tornado damage to 
the area around the hospi- 
tal with ensuing medical 
emergencies. While all de- 
partments of the hospital 
participated in the drill, 
real patient care remained 
unaffected. 

Actors served as patients 
being admitted to the hos- 
pital’s emergency depart- 
ment with critical, 
life-threatening injuries. 
One of the big “take- 
away’s” from the drill was 
the ability of all depart- 
ments to have the opportu- 


nity to “think through” and 
formulate clear plans as to 
what their particular de- 
partments would do if pre- 
sented with a real disaster 
in or around the hospital. 
Throughout the drill, dif- 
ferent scenarios (or IN- 
JECTS, as Homeland 
Security calls them) were 
presented to the Incident 
Command Center, at which 
time the Center’s team of 
eleven members responded 
to each scenario appropri- 
ately, providing staff mem- 
bers with clear direction 
and support. After the drill 
was over, supervisors and 
managers were asked to 
have a conversation with 
each staff member about 


how to handle such a sce- 
nario if it really occurred. 
Sandy Bennett, Emer- 
gency Department Man- 
ager, and also an Incident 
Command Team member, 
was particularly proud of 
her staff for their quick 
thinking and response to 
the particularly challeng- 
ing scenarios they faced. 
“We respond to emergency 
situations each and every 
day, but generally they are 
on a small scale and we are 
able to deal with them one- 
by-one. When faced with a 
‘disaster’ of this scale, our 
entire team has to be or- 
ganized and able to quickly 
respond appropriately. 
‘Going the extra mile’ is 


crucial, and I’m proud of 
my team for stepping up to 
the plate.” 

These drills, which are 
essential to patient and 
staff safety, play a large 
role in the preparedness of 
the hospital. 

Chris Wilhelm, Chief Op- 
erating Officer and part of 
the Incident Command 
Team explained, “Employ- 
ees understand that if you 
work in a hospital or med- 
ical office, sooner or later 
you are likely to be faced 
with ‘unusual’ or ‘crisis’ 
situations in which you 
have to think on your feet 
and make a few critical 
thinking decisions, follow- 
ing an Incident Command

would be promotional. “So people 
can stand in front and take pic- 
tures, share it on social media 
and promote us,” she explained. 
The board agreed that having the 
Charlevoix brand would be bene- 
ficial until Tamie Gillespie insti- 
gated discussion on the 
possibility of people standing in 
the road to get the lettering to fit 
in a photograph. Discussion en- 
sued and the board agreed that 
the lettering should not be in- 
cluded. The change comes a little 
late in the mural’s production 
and will cost an extra $500 and 
add a week or two onto the com- 
pletion date.
